The Suez Canal Company has 
announced its inability to ‘mect 
its financial obligations on a gold 
franc basis until further notice. 


Instead of paying bondholders 
in gold—as-was required by ‘a 
decision of the Mixed Court of 
Appeal ‘at Alexandria on Feb. 
24, 1940—the company has been 
authorised by the Egyptian 
Government to pay coupons due 
at the rate of 3.8575 piastres to 
the franc. This order also ap- 
plies to the repayment of bonds. 


As is generolly known, the’ com- 
pany’s diMcultics arise entirely from 
the virtual closure of ‘the Mediter- 
ranean shipping: route and the .diver- 
ston of vessels bound to and from 
the Far East to the’ Cape passage.

One of the ‘problems facing the 
Police Force at the moment, added 
Mr Pardue, was the difficulty of net- 
ting criminals and undesirables uway 
from the Colony.
